Brundidge's informa- 
tion, Tne Tribune understands, is 
that Tod. while an employe of the 
Herald and Examiner, also was on 
the payroll of the Fairview Kennel 
club, a dog racing track "operated 
by George (Bugs) Moran, gang rival 
of the Al Capone faction with which 
Lingle was reputedly friendly. 
Tod was not available for com- 
ment on the report early today. 


Other Men Named. 


Other Chicago newspaper men 
whose namea have been brought 
into the inquiry as having contacts 
among gangsters are Leland Reese, 
crime reporter for The Daily News, 
and Harry Read, city editor of The 
American. 
Each has denied that 
their acquaintanceships with gangs- 
ters had any mysterious or improper 
significance. 
The Tribune says Tod was "cov- 


ering* 'the Criminal courts building 
and the office of State's Attorney 
Swanson at a time when Swanson 
was endeavoring to close the dog 
tracks, particularly the Fairview 
track, operated by Moran. Tod's re- 
ported connection with the track 
was as publicity agent. 
Besides Brundidge, who made an 
investigation of the Lingle case for 
his newspaper, another grand jury 
witness next week will be Frankie 
Foster, being returned here from 
Los Angeles where he was arrested. 
Foster, under indictment for the 
Lingle murder, has been identified 
as the original purchaser of the gun 
with which Lingle was slain.

California Heat 


Wave Kills Seven 


LOS ANGELES, July 18—(AP)— 
Southern California today faced the 
prospect of hot blasts sweeping in 
from the Mojave desert to intensify 
the heat responsible for seven 
deaths in five days and the first 
death by sun stroke recorded here 
in twenty-three years. 
Weather bureau officials said an 
area of low pressure over Arizona 
and lower California would reach 
this vicinity today, taking the place 
of a breeze which somewhat allevi- 
ated the discomfort here yesterday. 
The death of Lloyd Eldndge, 28, 
oil field worker, prostrated while on 
a derrick at Montebello. was an- 
nounced by the Los Angeles county 
coroner's office aS the first death 
from sun stroke recorded here in 
twenty-three years. 
Three of the deaths attributed to 
heat were in Imperial valley, below 
sea level. 
The mercury 
hovered at 110 
throughout the Imperial valley and 
reached 103 at Ontario. Cal.. while 
Riverside sweltered under a 100 de- 
gree temperature and Pomona ex- 
perienced 96 degrees.

While she refused to say the "out- 
rage"' had any connection with the 
inquiry, Mrs. Mcormick pointed out 
that the "raiders were not in search 
of money or other loot, because they 
did not break into the safe, con- 
tenting themselves with an exam- 
ination of my correspondence." 


Detectives Employed. 


"I have no clue to the per- 
petrators, but I have employed de- 
tectives," Mrs. McCormick said.

BRITISH OPPOSE 


FRENCH SCHEME 


European Federation is 


Met With Strong 


Objections. 


League of Nations Said 


Satisfactory Organ 
For Co-operation. 


LONDON. July 18—(#>)—The Brit- 
ish government, replying today to 
Prance's invitation to collaborate in 
a European federation of nations, 
declared that because the scheme 
proposed to "set up new and inde- 
pendent international institutions." 
the government was not convinced 
it was "either necessary or desir- 
able." 
The probable new bodies, the re- 
ply set forth, "would in no way de- 
rive their authority from the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations or 
from part thirteen of the treaty of 
Versailles," and would in no way 
be connected organically with the 
League of Nations. 


Would Hamper League. 
"Since the organs of the league 
have already begun work on vir- 
tually the entire problem of prac- 
tical action which the memoran- 
dum puts forward," the reply said, 
"it is difficult to see how these new 
European institutions could operate 
without creating confusion and per- 
haps also a rivalry which, however, 
little it might be intended or desired 
by the European governments, could 
hardly fail to diminish both the 
efficiency and the authority of the 
organs of the league." 
The British reply was stated to 
be of preliminary and tentative 
character. A definite answer, it was 
said, would require "careful, pro- 
longed consideration," which the 
government felt duty-bound to un- 
dertake in consultation with the 
dominions. 


Softens Objections. 
Softening somewhat the far- 
reaching objections to M. Briand's 
scheme, his majesty's government is 
represented as understanding the 
federation as designed to promote 
closer co-operation between the na- 
tions of Europe, and to strengthen 
the safeguards against 
another 
European war. 


With this aim, the document says, 
the government is in fullest sym- 
pathy, as also with the French view 
that such co-operation can be ob- 
tained primarily in respect to eco- 
nomic relations. 


The cote ends with an expression 


of belief that the purpose of the 
French government can be secured 
effectively within the framework of 
the League of Nations, and the 
%$e Ji5a$ th5 FT61101* government 
will think it desirable that the 
memorandum be placed on the 
agenda of the next assembly of the 
league.

SPEAKS HERE 


Sees Banger Of War In 


U. S. ''Big Brother" 


Attitude. 


The "big brother" attitude of the 


United States toward other nations 
is bound to result in wars, Dr. H. 
W. Evans, imperial wizard and em- 
peror of the Ku Klux Klan declared 
in addressing several hundred local 
klansmen and members of their 
families at E. wc^th park Thursday 
evening. 
"I believe that world court is a 
sincere agency for peace," he said, 
"but no matter how good it may 
be, the very fact that it is an al- 
liance outside of the United States 
should be sufficient to turn us 
against it. 
"For more than a century and a 
half we have been privileged to make 
decisions as re have pleased. What 
assurance have we that once in the 
world court our naturalization laws 
would be respected by other coun- 
tries? 


Quoting President Hoover as hav- 
ing stated that some way must be 
devised wherein the United States 
can enter the world court without 
sacrificing 
any sovereignty, Dr. 
Evans said: "The president is a 
great engineer. But if he thinks he 
can give part of his apple away and 
still keep it all, he's going to be a 
smarter man than he is today." 
Dr. Evans' two-hour address was 
characterized 
with humorous re- 
marks; the Ku Klux Klan pre- 
scription he offered icr world peace 
was this: "From now on, brothers, 
we're going to keep our nose out of 
your business, but if you stick your 
nose in our business, you're going 
to lose a perfectly good nose." 
"Two of the ninety-six senators are 
from Nebraska and you should see 
to it that they are not going to 
vote you into the court." he said. 
"If I was a Nebraskan, I would 
write to Senator George W. Norris, 
or any other man, and say: 'Dear 
George, my liberty was handed 
down to me from my grandfather 
ind great grandfather and they 
told me to pass it on to my chil- 
dren and grandchildren. If you 
could give your liberty away and 
let me keep mine that would be ail 
right, but you can't. When you sign 
away yours, mine goes with it. So, 
George, if 'you give any of my free- 
dom away, when you come back to 
Nebraska Tm going to operate on 
-ou.' "

WASHINGTON, 'July

Confidence that a study of run-off 
waters, to be made by army engi- 
neers, will show that "we should do 


' away with them as flood waters and 


put them to' economic use in the 
minor flood areas where they orig- 
inate*' was expressed Thursday by 
Representative Sears, republican. 
Nebraska, in a statement placed in 
the Congressional Becord. 


A member of the house flood con- 
trol committee, the Nebraskan re- 
corded his satisfaction that the in- 
vestigation had finally been decided 
upon after years of effort by those 
who advocate conservation of the 
rtm-off waters. A report will be 
made by the war department on or 
before next December 1. be said, 
adding that this was expected to 
"disclose the economic values' of 
run-off, waters in the great valleys 
between-the Rocky and Allegheny 
mountains. 
It will show that "we should not 


waste our time and money in con- 
trolling great floods, and trying to 
•find means of throwing those valu- 
able waters'into the Gulf of Mexico, 
at a cost of millions of dollars," he 


The investigation, he added, will 


establish that, the following beneats 
•would result from a reservoir stor- 
age system in the minor flood 
areas:Ample Supplies .f or Rivers. 


"There will be ample supplies for 


our rivers so that we will have long 
time river navigation. 


"The rivers will he stabilized in 
their flow almost -without floods 
peaks and without the former low 
water period, and soil erosions will 
largely cease. 
"Railroad freight rates will_be 


eequalized. 
"Reforestation will be natural to 


our streams. 
"Fish and game life will be great- 


ly increased. 
"Agriculture will be greatly bene- 


fited and a higher water level 
maintained in our soils. 


"The people of the southland will 


lose their fear of floods, 
"Much valuable* electrical power

AID TO INDUSTRY 


Brooks Predicts Growth 


Similar To That Of 


Electricity. 


Speaks At Kiwanis Club 


Luncheon Friday 


Noon. 


, Declaring that natural gas 
develop along lines comparable tc 
the growth of electricity as a power 
source, Frank H. Brooks, preslden 
of the 
Iowa-Nebraska Light an< 


.Power Co., spoke Friday noon at tb 
luncheon of the Kiwanis club at thi 
Chamber of Commerce. 


It is Mr.. Brooks' belief that nat 
ural gas pipe lines will eventually 
be laid parallel with electrical trans- 
mission lines, and that every com 
munity now using electricity from 
a central source, will in due time 
be using natural gas. Just as cen 
trallzed sources 'of electricity hav< 
been an asset to the widespread use 
of electricity, so will centralizec 
sources of natural gas be an asse1 
to the development of that com- 
modity as a fuel. 


The address, is part, follows: 


Gas Industry Awakens. 


"Natural gas has 
long been a 


sleeping giant which has now sud- 
denly awakened to take its par 
along with electricity, coal and oil 
in shaping the industrial develop- 
ment of this country. 
f 
"Impelled by circumstances es- 


sentially 
similar 't% those which 


brought about the formation of the 


, -present so-called super power sys- 


tems, the gas industry is entering 
a similar stage. 


"The future development and ex- 
tension of the natural gas industry 
will follow directly the line of pro- 
gress through which the electrical 
industry has passed, for the two 
are closely analogous. In the case 
of the latter, th& object has been to 
bring cheap hydro-electric 
power 


from points where it can, for geo- 
graphic reasons, be most econom- 
ically produced, to the large centers 
of population and industry. Simil- 
arly, natural gas must be trans- 
ported from points where it may be 
gathered cheaply and in plentiful 
supply to the same centers. 
Transportation No Obstacle.. 


"Transportation- 
problems 
no 


longer offer any obstacle to the de- 
livery of gas at long distances from 
the field—no more than such prob- 
lems as now apply to long distance 
transmission of electricity. 
. "Since the development plan* of 
the gas and electricity are so close- 
ly related and since Lincoln is the 
center and nucleus of an outstand- 
ing example of modern power dis- 
tribution I trust I may be pardoned 
In referring to the accomplishments 
resulting therefrom. 
• 


, "Starting 17 years ago, with ft 
limited capital and In a business 
undeveloped and in which there was 
present a great risK to those who 
put their money in it, we served less 
than one-half dozen small communi- 
ties close 'to jLincoln, and had less 
than 1.000 customers on our lines— 
while" today we serve' a territory of 
over 15,000 square miles, spread out 
over 26 counties In Nebraska, 10 
counties in Iowa, and 5 counties in 
Missouri, and are furnishing service 
to more than 75,000 customers to a 
territory having a population 
of 
more than 250,000 people. Prior to 
this development, these communities 
were dependent on. local generating 
plants that were small and Inade- 
quate, costly to operate and.gave 
a very limited service from 6 to 18 
hours per day—wages were low and 
rates were high, from 15 cents to 30- 
rcents per kilowatt hour. 


"Business management was poor 


and the local companies were on the 
verge of bankruptcy and the people 
accepted the poor service because 
there was nothing better.

Testimony before the coroner's 


jury developed that Skovgaard and 
Chizek fired at Sawdy when he 
pulled a gun after being command- 
ed to surrender. One bullet struck 
Sawdy in the chest and fhe other 
in the chin. 


Help Transfer Liquor. 


Skovgaard testified that he, Chi- 


zek and State'Agent Jesse Quinlan 
went to meet Sawdy. Arriving at 
the lonely spot near Hampton that 
had been agreed upon' for the 
transfer of the liquor, Skovgaard 
and Chizek. helped Sawdy transfer 
five of the twenty-one gallon tins 
to the agents' car. 


Then 
Skovgaard 
testified 
he 
turned to Sawdy and said, "I'm 
an officer of the law. Stick 'em 
up." 


"Stick 'em up yourself," he quoted 


Sawdy as replying as he pulled a 
pistol and fired. 


Vinton testified he did not hear 
Sawdy say, "Stick 'em up -your- 
self," before the shooting started. 


Mrs. Wheeler said she heard 
Sawdy's reply to the officers, but 
that she did not know if he fired 
at them. She testified that she be- 
came terrified when the argument 
started and turned her face away.

Agreed On Wages 


NEW YORK, July 18—V?)—News- 


papers today said a tentative agree- 
ment providing for the retention 
of existing wage rates has been 
reached by anthracite miners and 
operators. 


The agreement, to run 
from 
September 1 next, to April 1, 1926, 
also embodies a modified form of 
check-off and a revised arbitration 
clause. No formal announcement of 
a tentative agreement was made. 


The 
scale 
committee 
of 
the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
headed by John L. Lewis, presi- 
dent, has been negotiating with the 
operators for three "weeks for a 
contract to replace the present one 
which expires August 31. 


Under the check-off. provision of 
the tentative agreement, the opera- 
tors would collect $1 a month from 
each miner for union dues. Any 
additional assessments must be col- 
lected by the union-'directly from 
the men. 


The union in return has agreed 
to a revision of the arbitration 
clause which provides that the 
wage question may be opened by 
either side once each year and 
submitted to a committee of two 
miners arid two operators, the com- 
mittee having the right to call in 
disinterested persons to assist. 


Operators have objected- to tl.e 


wording of the present clause as 
ambiguous and indefinite.

GENEVA—W)—E u r o p e a n eco- 


nomic disarmament has been set in 
motion, but it is such slow motion 
that a decade may be needed before 
any appreciable progress in this 
arduous crusade is recorded. 
The tariff truce conference of the 
League o'f Nations was admittedly a 
"fizzle" in so far as it sought a 
tariff truce, but it planted seeds 
which its sponsors hope will some 
day produce useful fruits in greater 
economic stability and world peace. 
Italy regarded it as of high im- 
portance that the League of Nations 
should establish closer co-operation 
between European states and over- 
seas countries which are great pro- 
ducers of raw materials and food- 
stuffs. The Italian delegation urged 
that the league's economic commit- 
tee undertake to determine how this 
might be brought about. 
"In particular," said the Italian 
proposal, "the committee should as- 
certain the component elerrsnts of 
the trade between Europe and the 
Americas and other overseas coun- 
tries on which the 
concession of 
reciprocal 
advantages 
might be 
based." 
The spokesman of Premier Mus- 
solini asserted that the 
absence 
from the conference of the United 
States and other American govern- 
ments was one reason why Italy 
could not support the proposal for 
an immediate tariff holiday 
The big need in Europe—as seen 


at the league headquarters—was to 
get governments to subscribe to 
sonje economic scheme, even if it 
were as simple and conservative as 
the multiplication table. This they 
have done. 
"We have taken a first hesitating 
step," said Count Moltke of Den- 
mark, president of the conference. 
"We have certainly done no more. 
Yet it may be that it is the first 
step which counts." 
The conference drafted two dip- 
lomatic instruments. The first was 
signed by eighteen of the thirty 
participating states, including Great 
Britain, France, Germany and Italy. 
It aims to create an atmosphere of 
confidence. 
Its signatories agree "not to de- 
nounce before April 1, 1931, any 
existing bi-lateral commercial treaty. 
If found workable by a sufficient 
number of states it is renewable for 
successive periods fit six months. 
Countries like Great Britain and 
Holland, which have not consoli- 
dated their customs duties by bi- 
literal treaties, undertake not to 
proceed to increase their protective 
duties nor to impose new ones dur- 
ing the life of the convention. 
The second instrument, a protocol 
for future negotiations, was signed 
by 23 states. It provides that the 
league's economic staff shall send 
questionnaires to all member states 
with a view to procuring comprehen- 
sive data on economic condition* 
and needs.

13 MILLION GALLONS A DAY 


The task of supplying a community of 80,000 peo- 


ple with water when the temperatures soar above 100 
is not an easy one. More than 13,000,000 gallons 
poured through the mains in Lincoln Thursday, and 
a week ago last Monday and Tuesday a record use 
of 15,000,000 gallons was reported by the Lincoln 
water department. 


All of this water comes from deep wells in the 


Salt Creek valley. It must be pumped into the reser- 
voirs, which serve as settling basins, and then back 
again into the mains for distribution among the 
homes and business and industrial establishments of 
Lincoln. Until recent years the wells have given 
Lincoln, a supply of pure, cold water, sufficient for 
all needs. 


But it is absurd to expect Lincoln will be certain 


of plenty of water if the city continues to rely solely 
upon deep wells as a source of supply. The Burling- 
ton, with extensive yards and shops in Lincoln and 
the suburbs, found it could not rely upon the old 
wells for water. In the last ten years it has been 
found that the water levels in the Salt Creek basin 
are lower than they formerly were, owing to the 
heavy demand made upon the subterranean supply. 
Farms and outlying homes, located upon the high 
ground, formerly supplied with water by private 
wells, have found it necessary to sink new ones -or to 
tap the city mains. The warning should not* be 
ignored. There will come a time when the wells 
which supply the city will be exhausted, and it is 
possible that new ones cannot be found to replace 
them. Only the most stupid and short-sighted pro- 
gram would permit such an emergency to confront 
the people of Lincoln. 


In the period of extreme heat and drouth, -when 


the consumption of water in Lincoln is greatest, Ne- 
braska's capital has less than a three-day supply 
ahead. 
The reservoirs, which have been greatly 


enlarged in recent years, provide storage for approxi- 
mately 33,000,000 gallons. If the wells were to go dry, 
and if it were impossible to pump more water into 
the reservoirs, in less than 72 hours Lincoln would 
be without a drop of water. That is a perilous situ- 
ation for any community. It increases the fire ^haz- 
ards immeasurably. While there is little likelihood 
that any .sudden emergency would arise which would 
make it impossible to draw upon any of the wells 
in Lincoln, there is always that possibility. What is 
more probable is a serious water shortage which will 
compel the citizens to adopt steps of water conser- 
vation, which would undo the work of years in de- 
veloping attractive gardens and grounds, and which 
would make the fire danger far more menacing. 


Without appreciably increasing the price -which 


Lincoln people pay for water at this time, Lincoln 
could spend $1,000,000 in supplementing its present 
supply by tapping the Platte river for water. It could 
issue $1,COO,000 in bonds to pay for the improvement, 
and prpvide-for interest charges and retirement from 
the profits of the department- It will not do to delay 
decision for another ten years, for in that period, 
Lincoln may be expected to enter the 100,000 class of 
cities. The natural, normal growth of the community 
means that Lincoln must be prepared before 1940 to 
provide for that number of people. 


Far-sighted business leaders of Lincoln have added 


their appeal to the suggestion there should be an 
immediate settlement of the water problem. The 
facts are known to the citizens of the city. A survey 
has already been completed indicating the action 
which should be taken. At & .time when there is un- 
employment, -when material prices are low, when 
the work which an extension of the water plant 
would provide would accomplish much good in cre- 
ating jobs for men willing to work, it would seem 
the part of wisdom and good business to begin im- 
mediate plans for solving Lincoln's water problem. 


MORE SPENDING MONE\ FOR VOLIT1C1ANS. 
In declaring for what they are pleased to term "a 


replacement income tax," Iowa republicans have pre- 
sented nothing that is new. They have, in fact, taken 
the first step along the same road hitherto traveled 
by Wisconsin, New York, Massachusetts, and otl*r 
states. In none of which has the income tax system 
proven to be a "replacement" of any other tax. but 
has simply become an additional heavy burden laid 
upon the people's backs to provide greater sums of 
money for officeholding politicians to spend. 


This plank, it Js well understood, was put into the 


Iowa platform for the purpose of catching the 
fanner vote. There has been much complaint, not 
only in Iowa but also in Nebraska and throughout 
the middle west, against unduly heavy taxes on farm 
lands. To allay this dissatisfaction, the g. o. p. poli- 
ticians in convention assembled at Des Moincs, 
cooked up the "replacement income tax" proposal, 
and with II Ibey will undertake to make the agricul- 
turists believe in the ensuing campaign that their 
taxes arc going to be reduced by increasing those 
zpon otner people. 


The trouble Js th«», it hasn't worked out that tray 


where the plan has been tried. Some of the -rorst 
tax-ridden states in tne counfar. in fact, are those 
•which collect income tares frata t*v:*r cJUrens. on 
top o; the federal income tax levies, but have not 
carried out the rest of the program by canceHmg 
other taxes. 


It Is not m the nature ol politicians holding office 


to let go of anything that makes their tenure profit- 
able *ivJ pTwijauit JJone of the money they expend 
comes out of fbeir o'wn pokcets: so. -why should they 
•worry w> Jong as there is plenty of Jt. When » nesr 
source of revenue is developed, they can alwajr lind 
additional xrays for getting rid of Jt There are al- 
-srays people •wanting jobs at the public crib, whose 
help at election lime may be valuable. Furthermore. 
each official Js Interested, as a rule. In expanding 
the acavJiJes of his department. Rarely docs any- 
one In a position of executive responsibility trndcr- 
tfike to cut dcra-n his establishment and corps of em- 
ployes as a means of savins; fcfce taxpayers' money. 


To-ara's state jroverr.mcnt has not been especially 


diligent in holding dcrsm taxes heretofore, and there 
is no reason to expect that it will show any greater 


inclination along that line in the future if the pro- 
ceeds of an income tax should be available. 


LABOR AND RACKETEERING. 


It is of course well known that racketeering, as 


carried on In Chicago, New York, Detroit and other 
cities, is not confined to bootlegging, gambling and 
other similar outlawed occupations, but the extent to 
which these parasites have been fattening themselves 
by practicing extortion upon employers of labor has 
been appreciated to only a limited extent. It will 
be a matter of surprise to many people, therefore, to 
learn that the dress manufacturers in New York City 
alone, have within the last year been mulcted by 
racketeers to the extent of no less than two millions 
of dollars. 


It has been the practice of the extortioners to ob- 


tain appointments as business agents of the unions 
and then demand large stipulated sums periodically 
from employers under threats of having strikes 
called In other cases, where strikes have succeeded 
and the terms of settlement contained clauses dis- 
tasteful to the employers the racketeers have prom- 
ised, upon the payment of certain sums, to have the 
objectionable clauses in the agreements set aside or 
disregarded. 


Some men who held positions as business agents 


have allied themselves with gangs for the purpose 
of practicing extortion and carried on their schemes 
without the knowledge of the officers of the unions. 
In practically all cases the rank and file of the union 
membership has been unaware of what was going 
on, although this cannot be said in some cases as to 
all officers. 


As soon as the officers of the Ladies' Garment 


Workers union discovered that extortioners were 
using the name of their organization for the purpose 
of bleeding their employers, they set about ty eradi- 
cate the abuse, and the consequence was that one 
of them, while proceeding from his home was set 
upon and seriously stabbed, and the office of the 
New York district attorney has been solicited by the 
other officers of the union to assist them in ridding 
the industry of the parasites. 


It seems incredible that the officers of the law 


should be unable to rid the cities of these unscrupu- 
lous, murderous thugs, if an effort were really made. 
Year after year the game goes on, however, appar- 
ently becoming worse instead of better. There may 
be some advantages attendant upon living-in a great 
metropolitan city, but they are not readily apparent 
to one who has his habitation near to the great open 
spaces. 
* 


UNDERSTANDING THE CRIMINAL. 


Nearly everybody recognizes the difficulties which 


modern life has placed in the road of legal agencies 
in the control of crime. To locate the criminal, to 
arrest him, to gather sufficient evidence against him, 
and to secure a conviction is becoming an ever more 
serious problem. Society is imperfectly organized 
for combating crime. 


But if it is imperfectly organized for fighting crime, 


how much more imperfect is it in its analysis of 
the proper treatment of criminals when they are 
caught and convicted. This country has had no defi- 
nite policy. It has been muddling along, using at 
times one, at times another, of the major theories 
for criminal treatment. 


There is the punishment theory; %the deterrent 


theory, the reformative theory, and the educative 
theory. The treatment that would be applied under 
these is in some cases diametrically opposite. Yet 
they are often used interchangeably in the same 
state. No one is sure his method is the best. There 
is no general agreement as to a sound policy. The 
result is the hodge-podge program which students of 
crime can trace in every state. 


A recent book by a former chaplain at the Mis- 


souri state penitentiary offers a constructive sugges- 
tion in this regard. He holds no brief .for any,"one 
of the theories of criminal treatment. His advice in 
regard to the state's handling of the criminal is 
"Understand him." 
' 


If you understand the criminal, then you can re- 


form him or educate him or punish him as his state 
of development warrants, the religious worker says. 
He recognizes that there are infinite. variations of 
character which demand different treatment. Indis- 
criminate application of the parole or the lash may 
be faulty. One may not be able to reform certain 
prisoners nor to educate others. One man may be 
returned better to society by severe punishment, an- 
other by kindly treatment. 


It is true that his suggestions do not strike at the 


heart of the difficulty, the elimination of undesirable 
social institutions and customs, the elimination of 
poverty and other breeding places of crime, the de- 
velopment of more intelligent and wholesome family 
life. But it does offer an intelligent ray for the ap- 
plication of the varied theories which confront the 
social worker in his problem of handling those 
already-made criminal. 


THE MYSTERY OF EDUCATION. 


"Courses in school are too hard for the children. 


They should be made easier." 


"Johnny's teacher doesn't help him enough with 


his work. He can't seem to get things as quickly as 
he should." 


"Education ought to be planned so that the chil- 


dren would have 
no difficulty learning their 


subjects." 


Remarks such as that indicate both what hes been 


a general tendency in the past decade In American 
educational practice and the type of outlook on edu- 
cation which is tending to weaken its true, influence 
in the Me of growing children. Against that tide, 
occasionally a still small voice of reproach is heard. 


For those who recognize that growth comes only 


through consistent effort, through the surmounting 
of difficulties, through the actual conquering of 
problems, it is discouraging to see the efforts that 
are being made to make education easy. 


Education is not for the purpose of keeping chil- 


dren occupied. It is for the purpose of helping them 
to develop -ways of meeting and solving the problems 
of life which will confront them as adults in a com- 
p'ex world. If the teacher always solves the prob- 
lem, education is a failure. It is only when educa- 
tion develops resources in children making them 
' capable of solving their own problems that it is ful- 
filling its function in modern life. 


If those who seek to make education easier could 


keep this in mind, there would be less compi&int at 
difficulties faced in school. There would be more 
efr«wi io develop significant problems which the stu- 
dent could conquer only by the application of a 
| willing mind, patient study, a courageous heart, and 
honest endeavor, Bdi.atioi»l practice needs to 
strive for those ends.

It • is exceedingly 
difficult 
to 


measure equality as a basis of 
friendship. Who can standardize 
the emotions? Titania, the bemused 
queen of the fairies, was swept into 
dotage and gave her heart to Bot- 
tom. You will say this was fable, 
t r a n s f o r m e d by Shakespeare's 
genius. True. Yet he could have 
founded his "Midsummer Night's 
Dream" on fact. Affection once be- 
stowed top often becomes incapable 
of 
gauging 
mental, 
moral 
or 
spiritual equality between the lover 
and the beloved. 


Again, how is 'inferiority to be de- 


termined? Two friends may differ 
widely in personality, education and 
achievement. Nevertheless the one 
has what the other lacks, and their 
contacts ameliorate their respective 
deficiencies: There is frequently no 
accounting for one's likes and dis- 
likes^They refuse to follow rules or 
probabilities. 
Suppose you carefully prepare a 


code of friendship, classifying the 
qualities it demands -and naming 
two persons you know who possess 
those qualities. They may cleave to 
each other, and again, they may 
not. The outcome is entirely too 
uncertain to warrant assurance be- 
forehand. As an abstract issue, 
however,' kindred sympathies and 
acquirements offer a better ap- 
proach ,to friendship than marked 
disparities between a "superior" and 
an "inferior."

To be helpful, knowledge 
must have the guidance of ethical 
intelligence. The present problem of 
war versus peace confirms that po- 
sition. 
Whence 
comes ethical Intelli-

Hu- 
manity and its institutions alike, 
depend upon a righteousness they 
cannot create. Religion is the source 
of that righteousness; hence, its 
indispensability.

EAT ASPARAGUS FOR VITA- 
MINS WHETHER IT'S CANNED 


OR FRESH. 
QUESTION. 


"How does asparagus stand in 


value as a. food? Miss I." 


ANSWER. 


It stands high. Miss t, especially 


for those who want to reduce, be- 
cause it is bulky and watery and 
contains very few calories. You 
can have a pound of it for 10QC. 
(Thais about 
2C medium sized 
stalks). But. -while' it is low in 
calories, it is high in vitamin B, 
the anti-neurotic vitamin, arid the 
green asparagus is relatively high 
in the growth and mucous mem- 
brane protecting-vitamin A, 
, Asparagus also has mineral salts 
common to the other vegetables aad 
like the other vegetables its salts 
are alkaline in their final reaction, 
so it is a basic food and thus helps 
to keep the normal slight alkalinity 
of the blood and tissue fluids, and 
helps to prevent an acidosis which 
may come from having too much of 
the acidash foods Jc the diet. In 
general, the acidash foods are flesa 
foods, cereals, eggs: while the al- 
kaline ash foods are the fruits, 
vegetables, milk and nuts). 


When fresh asparagus is not 


available, tie canned is a very good 
substitute. The modern methods of 
canning' cause very little loss of 
vitamins and mineral elements. 
There is a volatile oil in aspaga- 


frus which is absorbed and elimi- 
nated by the kidney You know of 
its presence, but it Is not Irritative. 
so don't be frigSteaert In fact, as- 
pasr.gus. being aa alkaline food, 
helps keep tbe mine less add. 


Asparagus 
should be 
steamed 
rather than boiled: then none of 
its nutritive value Js dissolved by 
the boiling -water. And try the ten- 
der. Tresh asparagus in salads, raw. 
It is delirious. <"We should eat more 
of our vegetables raw. A lot of 
them that are usually cooked arc 
nice raw. especially if crated). 


I have read that 90 per cent of 
the United States asparagus supply 
is furnished by California, and it is 
the San Joa«juin river delta, with 
the Sacramento lowlands adjoinging 
that furnishes most of this SO per 
cent. This delta is ideal for aspara- 
gus, as -well as other vegetables, be- 


cause of the deposits of vegetable 
matter and concentrated silt from 
the rivers of water flowing from 
the Sierras across thf great valley 
to thft sea.

"What is sediment in the longs? 


Can it be cured? 
What causes it 


and will it or can it cause tubercu- 
losis? MRS. E." 


ANSWER.

Workers in coal mines, 
stone 
drilling, sand. etc.. get more or less 
of the dust of these materials in 
their lungs. (I presume that is 
what you mean by "sediment"?) It 
becomes incorporated into the tis- 
sues and once it is there, it is there 
for good, like tattooing. 
Methods 
are now being used to protect work- 
ers from inhaling these dusts. 


Every person gets more or jess soot 
in their lungs, especially those who 
live in the city. 


Yes. workers in dust of any kind 


do have their lun* i&suc resistance 
Jotrered to tuberculosis and other 
lung infections such as pneumonia.

A mild controversy is going on 


over the worth or worthlessness ot 
the cross word puzzle, which, hah* 
a dozen years ago, captured popular 
fancy here and in Great Britain, 
and is still strong in favor with rid- 
dlelovers. Those who must have 
their cross word puzzles maintain 
that the solution of them, acts as 
a mental fflip and that the time 
given to them is well spent. Work- 
ing out the tricky, often misleading 
definitions sharpens the wits and 
enriches the vocabulary. 
Those of a contrary mind insist 
that solving a cross word puzzle is 
as profitless an occupation as an 
idle person can well hit upon. The 
obsolete or purely technical words 
which finally emerge, letter by let- 
ter, from the reticulations of the 
diagram are straightway forgotten, 
for they are words dragged up from 
the nether depths of the language 
where they have lain unused and 
practically unknown by any but 
lexicographers. 
In short, the cross word puzzle is 
nothing but a game, and one may 
attain to great proficiency at a 
game -without thereby increasing a 
particle one's mental powers or cul- 
tivation.

tion, only served to speed up pro- 
duction until the supplies being 
withheld became unwieldy and had 
to be disposed of at sharply 
re- 


duced prices. 


Urjte Less Acreage.

HOLLYWOOD—Not once in a 
decade, if that oiten, does Holly- 
wood produce a motion pictuie 
about which 'little can be said be- 
cause there :s so much to say, and 
words are such punv things.

By some miracle,—or perhaps it 
would be fairer to credit the direct- 
or, Lewis Milestone,—Erich. Maria 
Remarque's episodic psychological 
novel of German youth in the world 
war has been transcribed to the 
talking screen in all its terrible 
beauty and overwhelming pathos. 


UnconventionaL 


"All Quiet" as a picture is not a 


pretty thing, naturally, except in 
the sense that it is a work cf art. 1 
But then neither is war pretty. 
1 
The more thought of what this 
book might have become on the 
screen, given typical movie treat- 
ment, inspires shudders. But "All 
Quiet" is not a conventional movie. 
In vastness cf conception and 
vivid depiction of the horror of 
r. dern warfare it exceeds the 
screen's every post war story 


More significant, it succeeds in 
portraying unforgettably, tnrough 
several first-rate performances, the 
effect of those horrors upon the, 
minds of the boys who were maun- I 
ed or died in them. 
That the picture is "different" 
needs no other proof than the fact 
that the audience does not "take 
sides" in the •nar.

Milk, A Protective Food, 


Can Be Fed to Children 


In Wide Variety of Ways

Milk has been called a protective 


food. I' has r-arned this honorable 
title because a liberal use of milk 
protects against dietary deficiencies 
of many sorts. It contains a protein 
(tissue building material) of ex- 
cellent quality; an enviable supply 
of calcium (bone building material' 
and the A and B vitamins. 
Nutrition specialists recommend 
that every child be given at least 
a pint of milk a day—and more if 
possible. Not all children like to 
drink milk as they grow older, but 
prefer it in other ways. Cereals are 
means of getting milk into the diet 
Cereals may ^e. cooked in milk in- 
stead of water, and milk or cream 
served with them. 


Like Crisp Cereals. 


In the warm weather the chil- 


dren can have ready-to-eat break- 
fast foods for variety. All children 
like crisp cereals—the texture ap- 
peals to them after the rather soft 
diet to which they are accustomed. 
Corn flakes may be kiven to a 
child in the uiiddle of the afternoon 
—the time when children begin to 
feel empty and cannot wait for 
supper. Give the corn flakes dry— 
they make a good filler and neces- 
sitate chewing. 
For the older children, bran may 
be mixed with the ready-to-eat 
cereal This means more exercise 
-for the teeth, aqd the laxative 


quality of bran is Bf value. Every 
mother knows that constipation 
causes irritability. A 
constipated 


child is more susceptible to disease 
than one whose habits are regular. 


Appetizing Apple Recipes, 


Mention of apples brings a

The long-idle cider mills are again 
busy Rosy hams are rubbed with 
brown sugar and bas.ted with cider 
as they bake. Boiled cider is en- 
riching the mince meat and apple 
butter. Spiced cider is being served 
at parties accompanied by pump- 
kin pie or doughnuts. 
Apples by the bushel are being 
baked into pie--the real American 
dessert. Apple dumplings are ap- 
pearing on restaurant menus. How 
good these are served hot with hard 
sauce" Apple sauce, baked apples, 
apple relish, apple salad, 
fried 


apples—the ways of cooking this 
fruit are numbe-less. 


Apple Cornflake Strudle. 


Line a buttered pudding dish with 


cornflakes—then put in a layer of 
verv thinly sliced apples, sprinkle 
with sugar and a little cinnamon 
and dot with pieces of butter. Fill 
to top with alternative layers, cov- 
ering with a layer of cornflakes. 
Bake in a moderate oven (380 de- 
grees. F.) until apples are soft. 
Fried Apples. 


Slice cored, unpeeled apples into 


hot bacon gre se and when partly 
cooked add sugar in the same prot 
portion as for apple sauce. Cover 
and steam until tender. 
Apple-Cranberry Salad. 


Cook cranberries slowly 
with 


sugar so that they retain their 
shape. Drain and cool and mix the 
berries with an equal amount en 
diced apples. Serve with thinned 
mayonnaise on a lettuce leaf. 
Bioeberry Season. 
These days with their modern 


methods of transportation and re- 
frigeration bring many foods out of 
their season. From a health stand- 
point it is splendid to be able to 
buy fresh vegetables and 
fruits 
during the winter months, because 
everyone needs the vitamins and 
salts which they furnish. 


Among the few seasonal foods left 
are such small fruits as raspberries, 
cherries, and blueberries. 


Use In Muffins. 
One popular way to use blueber- 


ries is in muffins, ream together *£, 
cup shortening. 1-3 cup sugar and 
one egg. Sift 22-3 cups Hour, 4 tea- 
spoons baking powder, and ^-t tea- 
spoon salt, and add 1 cup berries. 
Combine the floured berries with 
the creamed mixture and add one 
cup of milk. Bake in a moderate 
oven (400 degrees F.' for about 20 
minutes. If bran muffins are de- 
sired, use 2 cup.- of Hour and 2-3 
cup of a cereal bran. 
Next to muffins 
in popularity 


comes blueberry pie. Line a pan 
with pastry and sprinkle it with a 
layer of cornflakes (this will cause 
the juice to be absorbed and the 
lower crust vill be crisp). Fill the 
crust-lined pie plate tritb three 
cups of blueberries, three fourths 


of a cup of sugar, one teaspoon of 
lemon juice, and one-half teaspoon 
of salt. Cover with the second 
crust. Slash with a sharp knife to 
allow steam to escape. Bake in a 
moderate oven for thirty-five min- 
utes. 


Some cooks make a blueberry 


roly-poly, using a rich biscuit 
dough. Boll the dough into a "rec- 
tangular shape, spread with melted 
butter and sweetened blueberries. 
Roll as a jelly roll and bake in a 
moderate oven. Serve 
with hard 


sauce. 


Balance Your Diet. 


i During health promotion week a 
special day kuovfta as "Foods Facts 
Day" has been let aside, every in- 
dividual is urged to find out what 
,a balanced diet is. A balanced diet 
is one in which all three classes of 
foods are represented in good pro- 
portion. The three classes are- 
Regulating 
foods—those 
which 


keep the body machinery in good 
working order. They contain laxa- 
tive material, minerals, vitamins, 
and are found in cereals, fruits, 
vegetables and milk. 


Building foods—those which keep 


the body in repair and which build 
the 
new tissues 
of the growing 


child. They are cheese, eggs, fish, 
meats, milk, dried vegetables, ana 
nuts. 


Fuel foods—provide the body with 
heat and energy which includes 
cereals fats, sugars and starchy 
vegetables. 


Perhaps that all sounds perplex- 


ing but a few rules for planning 
meals have been found to help one 
to eat wisely and keep well. 


1. Select at least one food from 


each group for every meal. 


2. Use freelr foods which are lax- 


ative, such as bran and whole cer- 
eals. 


3. Serve two or more vegetables 


other than potatoes every day. 
Serve as many fresh vegetables and 
salad plants as possible. 


4. Serve fruit at least once a day 
5. Include olenty of milk for both 


drinking and cooking purposes. 


6. Plan for the day or several 


days, rather than for each separate 
meal. 


7. In planning the meals, think 


how they will look and taste when 
ready to serve,

Stricken, he lay inert 
and unheeding, with the doleful count of ten sounding in 
ears that heard not and a referee's arm waving before eyes 
that could not see. 


Over in a neutral corner stood the champion-to-be, Al 


Singer, of New York, chittering and gibbering with the hys- 
teria of one to whom the fairy story of life has come true. 
He literally was chuckleheaded with disbelief at his own 
good fortune and, when the count reached ten, he leaped 
high in the air, his mouth working strangely and odd 
sounds issuing from his lips. He is not as graceful as 
Nijinsky nor as handsome as Barry more.

But he is a good champion 


he won as a good champion should 
—with the punch. 


Real Dempsey Climax. 


It -was almost a Dempsey climax, 


this punch, a sort of one-shot bulls' 
eye that left the skipping, flitting 
human zepher that had been Sam- 
my Mandell draped, all but lifeless, 
across the axminster. Thrice more 
the stricken man was beaten down 
and, at last, he lay there unconscious 
never to rise again. 


It took four knockdowns in less 


than two minutes to finish Mandell, 
first, because they come no gamer 
than Sam, and second because the 
flustered Singer had punched him- 
self out and finally couldn't have 
dropped a'n empty night shirt with 
a monkey wrench.

Suspicion that a Harrison county, 
Mississippi, widow was Belle Gun- 
ness, accused of murdering some 
fifteen men on an Indiana matri- 
monial farm twenty years ago, was 
exploded today by the woman's life 
history

. Belle Gunness would 
now be 71 years old, while the age 
of the widow, first reported at 70, 
later was placed at 57 by her close 
friends. 
Her intimates said she 


spent most of her life at Peoria, 
111., and came south about fifteen 
years ago. They said she was mar- 
ried at the age of 14 and had a 
son who died at the age of 21. Her 
husband died in February, 1928, 
after an illness of. four months. 


The woman lived on an estate on 


Wolf river and was a member of 
women's clubs, whose members were 
indignant at the report which was 
started by Sheriff Thomas Moore 
of Hinds county, Miss., telegraphed 
asking La Porte, Ind., authorities 
if Belle Gunness was wanted there.
